INFESTION of the external ear 
canal can b e one of the m ost pain­ 
ful of ailm ents. If neglected and al­ 
lowed to spread to the inner struc­ 
tures of the ear. it can also b e a 
dangerous threat to hearing. 
For b oth these reasons It is most 
fortunate that today we have cer­ 
tain ointm ents which, properly ap­ 
plied, will assure a prom pt cure in 
most cases, the b est and speediest 
results, of 
course, 
occurlng 
w ith 
early treatm ent. 
Inflam m ation of Ear 
Nob ody who has inflam m ation of 
the external ear canal will rem ain 
long In doub t ab out the advisab il­ 
ity of consulting a doctor, b ecause 
the disorder proclaim s itself b y a 
good m any uncom fortab le sym p­ 
toms. Pain is often cruel, particu­ 
larly if swelling is great; there is 
severe itching of the ear and ten ­ 
derness a t the angle of 
the 
jaw. 
Pain is likely to b e worse a t night. 
On exam ination, crusts are usu­ 
ally seen around the opening of the 
ear canal and the ear lob e. The 
ear canal is swollen and narrow , 
and dead tissue cells are usually 
present. W hen the 
ear 
canal 
is 
cleansed, the wall is often found to 
b e inflam ed; the ear drum , also, 
may b e affected. Sometimes b listers 
containing b lood are seen on the 
canal wall end on the ear drum . 
Canal b C leansed 
In carrying out the treatm ent, the 
ear canal is thoroughly cleansed 
with hydrogen peroxide; then dried 
with cotton or gauze. A piece of 
gauze, ab out one-quarter inch long 
and ab out two Inches wide, is sat­ 
urated w ith the proper ointm ent and 
placed in the canal. I t is left in 
place ab out two days and then re­ 
placed with a fresh piece of gauze. 
After ab out three treatm ents, the 
Interval may b e lengthened to three, 
then four days and finally, a week 
Usually, after the first two days, 
noticeab le improvem ent in the con­ 
dition occurs. 
W hen all of the secretions have 
disappeared, a preparation known 
as castellani’s paint may b e a p­ 
plied to the tissue. The patient is r$- 
Muunined in ab out a m onth, Just to 
make sure the disorder has not re­ 
curred. 
BP « ten» Present 
In those instance* in which b lis­ 
ters containing b lood are present, 
the b listers may b e opened, if they 
are producing pain. Otherwise they 
should not b e disturb ed. 
Du» of the most im portant part* 
1 
of the treatm ent i» keeping the j 
tissues clean They should b e thor* 
j 
oughly cleans Ml and dried each Urn# 


b efore a new wick Is put In place. 
W ater should b e kept out of the 
ears. 
As a general rule this condition 
affects only one ear

avoid inflam m ation of the second 
ear, the 
well 
ear 
m ay 
also b e 
cleansed, dried, and painted with 
C astellan!? pain t.. 
If reinfection should occur, the 
treatm ent should again b e started 
promptly. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
N. N.: I am very emotional. My 
heart often jumps. Is this norm al 
or do I have anything wrong? 
Answer: It is prob ab le tha t m ost 
of your trouMe is due to nervous­ 
ness. However, Just to b e sure, It 
would b e advisab le tha t you have a 
careful exam ination of the heart 
m ade b y your physician who Will 
advise you as to w hether or not any­ 
thing is wrong. 
A. c . ft.: Is there any way in 
which wax can b e removed from the 
ear? 
Answer: Ak a general rule, wax 
can b e removed from the ear b y 
softening it w ith peroxide or some 
type of oil, and then washing It out 
with a syringe and warm water.

Is usually necessary to have a doc­ 
tor wash it out.

NEWPORT, Ore., Jan. 2 — The 
night-and-day gamble w ith death 
goes on for Navy Lt. D. F. Winslow 
just as it did in the war. 
Lt. Winslow is m ine disp osal ex­ 
p ert for the navy on this stretch of 
the Pacific shore. For him the war 
may go on for year» —or 350 p ounds 
of Jap anese exp losive m ay end it 
suddenly. 
Along some 400 miles of Oregon 
and W ashington beach, he p rotects 
Americans from them selves 
Hundreds, p erhap s thousands, of 
Jap anese m ines still bob about in 
the Pacific or are anchored so that 
storm s can tear thcrff loose, Many 
d rift into the coastal ship p ing lanes, 
p ushed across 5,000 miles of ocean 
by, the 
Jap anese 
current. 
Coast 
O uard cutters are k ep t busy blow 
ing them up . 
G et Through Screen 
Occasionally one gets through the 
coast guard screen, and then the 
ever-curious beach visitor finds 
m ysterious horned iron ball, three 
feet high and filled w ith sudden 
death. 
W inslow’s p roblem is to get to the 
mine before the curious blast them ­ 
selves to Umbo. So far, he has bee/i 
in time. 
As soon as a m ine is rep orted, a 
! 
;q ard Is sent to the scene and W tns- 
ow is notified a t the 13th naval 
district headq uarters in Seattle. 
W hen he arrives, he waves the 
guard back and gingerly begins his 
insp ection. Desp ite their long time 
in the water, m ost m ines are ready 
to exp lode when one of the horns is 
bent. 
Inside the horn is a glass vial. It 
break s when the horn is bent and 
its liq uid runs into a battery, which 
comes alive and p rovides the current 
that sets off the 350 p ounds of ex­ 
p losive. 
§ 
Sometimes W indow m ust roU the 
m ine over—a tick lish Job—to get 
a t the base p late. He unbolts the 
p late, a foot in diam eter, nervously 
listening for booby trap s. He never 
has found one, but he never fails 


to listen—a habit tha t stem s from 
the days when he help ed the B ritish 
disarm mines and bombe. 
“The 
G erm ans 
booby - trap p ed 
everything,” he exp lains. 
W ith the p late loosened, he reach­ 
es inside with p liers to snip the 
wires to the detonator. After that, 
it is simp le. 
A stick of dynam ite goes inside, 
connected to a wire that he unreels 
to a p oint several hundred yards 
away. There he connects It to an 
electric strik er and blows the work s. 
Has Destroyed 1$ 
Winslow has destroyed about 15 
Jap anese m ines, but the busy sea­ 
son is just coming on—w inter cur­ 
rents carry more m ines ashore. 
One Week end he got a hurry-up 
call from G earhart, Ore.. where a 
mine was beached near a small 
comm unity. T hat one had to be 
disarm ed and dragged by Jeep two 
miles down the beach to a deaarted 
sp ot. It was nearly m idnight before 
he could set it off. 
T hen he Jump ed into his car and 
drove 40 miles down the coast high­ 
way to tak e care of another one 
drifting in there. He exp loded it at 
3 a. ra before he could return to 
Seattle, two more were rep orted on 
beaches near here. 
Winslow, who has been In the 
Navy 18 years, got his start in this 
Job In England during the blitz. He 
was there as an observer and went 
through 
a British bomb disp osal 


school, he estim ates 50 survive. 
After the U. S. got in the war, 
Winslow served both in bomb dis­ 
p osal and m ine disp osal units. 
Fam iliarity has not lessened his 
resp ect for mines. W hile a rep orter 
and a p hotograp her p eek ed over 
shallow 
dunes 
w ithin 
100 yards 
Winslow crouched behind a deep 
bank 200 yards away to set off a 
mine near here. The earth shook , 
metal whistled through the air and 
a giant smok e p uff sp read out. 
W et from a drip p ing rain, W lns- 
lote look ed at a tide table and de­ 
cided to go back to town for coffee 
before walk ing three miles down 
the beach to set off another dere 
lict.

I t’s not the sam e in the senate 
where, as noted, the 96 m em bers 
are elected to six-year term s. 
Their term s are so arranged, or 
staggered, tha t every two years only 
one-third—o r 32—of the 96 m em ­ 
ber, m ust stapd for re-election. 
W hat pay do congressmen get? 
Senators and representatives get 
the same. They get a flat salary 
of $12,500 a year. They m ust pay 
tax on it. Just as you do on your 
income. B ut— 
Thsy get an added $2,500, which 
is tax-free. T his is for expenses 
But, since they don’t have to ac­ 
count for w hat they do w ith that 
$2,500.- they can keep it or spend 
it for expenses 
So their total income as congress 
m en is $15,000 a year.
